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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


January 2, 1984 
Dear Fellow Missourians: 

Following adropin November, monthly state general revenue receipts returned to 
an upward swing in December. The receipts of $186,115,966 were up 11 percent over 
the same month of a year ago. 

Through the first six months of the fiscal year the receipts are up about 12 percent 
over the same period a year ago. Receipts for the year thus far total $1,074,674,670. 
But a word of caution: Taking into consideration several administrative factors, it 
appears that the underlying growth in receipts for the first half of the fiscal year is 
nearer 6.8 percent. One example causing this difference in percentages is the early 
collection this year of about $34 million in county foreign insurance payments. 

Sales and use taxes increased 7.9 percent or $4.8 million for the month. An increase 
of 12.6 percent is shown for the year in this category. December receipts were 
$66,674,228. 

Individual income taxes showed an increase of $8.3 million or 12.6 percent during 
December. December collections were $74,116,717. For the first half of the fiscal year 
individual income taxes are up by 6.2 percent. 

The other receipts category showed an increase of about $4.5 million, up 20.3 
percent for December. On the year this category has increased 25.6 percent, or $27.6 
million. Included in this category is an increase of more than $34 million in county 
foreign insurance receipts. 

Showing the smallest increase over December 1982 receipts were corporate income 
tax collections, up a million dollars, or about six percent. December receipts in this 
category were $18,857,177. For the year corporate income taxes are up 26.5 percent.
